It does honour to the good fen/e of this natiojty that nvhrk 
dl Europe nvas captivated ^witb the beioitching charms of 
Cbi*valry and Romance, tnvo of our ^wr iters in the rudeft times 
toMfee thro* the falfe glare that fur rounded them, anddifco* 
njer *wbate*ver ivat ahfurd in, them both. Chaucer *wrote hit 
Rhyme of fir Thopas in ridicule of the latter, and in the follow* 
ing poem ive have a humourous burlefque of the former* 
Without pretending to decide, ^whether the inftitution ofchi^^ 
^ahy*was upon the ivho/e ufeful or pernicious in the rude ageSf 
a ^ueflion that has lately employed many fine pens *, it f w- 
iiniiy encouraged a vindi^inte fpirit, and gave fuch force to 
the cufimn of duelling, that it nuill probably never be ivorn 
out. This, together *with the fatal con/equences ivhici 
often attended the diverfion of the Tur'nament, wasfufficient 
to render it obnoxious to thi graver part of mankind, Ac* 
cordingly the Church early denounced its cenfures againft it^ 
mi tie State was of ten prevailed on to attempt itsfuppreffion, 
Butfaflnon and opinion are fuperior to authority ; and thi 
ffoaamations againft Tilting vjere as little regarded in thofe 
times, as the laws againft Duelling are in the/e. This did 
tut e/cape the difcernment of our poet, vuho eafily perceived 
that inveterate opinions muft he attacked by other voeapons^ 
than proclamations and cenfures ; he accordingly made ufe of 
the keen one of Kit>icvLE, M^ith this vicvj he has here in* 
troduced, ivith admirable humour, a parcel of clonvns, imi' 
tating all the folemnities of the Tour nay. Here vje have the

Theft poems fjoere firftpublifl?ed 
in 1557, ten years after that accompUJhed nobleman fell 
a vt3im to the tyranf^ of Henry Fill : but it is prefumed 
inofi of them ivere cofnpofed before the death offtr Thomas 
f)i*tt in 154.1. See Surrey"* s poems y J^o* foL 19. 49.

For after all, there is 
mwe than reafon tofufpeS, that moft of its beauties are of 
modern date 'y and that thefe at leaft (if not its luhole esAf 
tencei ha'vtfiotwedfrom the pen of a lady, 'within this pre'- 
fent century.

JTe have here a mjitty libel on the Reformation undtr king 
Edward FL ivritten about the year i^^o, and freferved in 
the Fepys colle£iiont Britijh Mufeumy and Sirype^s Mem. of 
Cranmer. The author artfully declines entering into the 
merit f of the caufe^ and ijj holly reflets on theji*ves and anient 
of many of the Reformed. It is fo eafy to find fla*ws and

GASCOIGNE'S PRAISE OF THE FAIR BRIDGES, 
AFTERWARDS LADY SANDES, 

On her having a scar in her forehead. 

George Gafcoigne ivas a celebrated poet in the early part 
of ^ Elixabeth^s reign, and appears to great ad<vantage 
among the mifcellaneous nvriters of that age. He tvas author 
of three or four plays y afid of many fmaller poems ; one of 
the mofi remarkable of 'which is afatire in blank ^verfe^ caU 
/^^//^^ Steele-glass, 1576. 4/0. 

Gafcoigne 'was born in EffeXj educated in loth univerji- 
tieSf 'whence he removed to Gray^s-inn ; hut, dijliking the 
ftudy of the la^w, became firfi a dottier at courts and efter- 
<wards a foldier in the 'wars of the Loav Countries^ He had 
no great Juccefs in any of thefi purfuits, as appears from a 
poem of his, intitled, *' Gafcoigne* s Wodmanjhip, 'written 
^* to lord Gray of Wilton. ^^ Many of his epifiles dedicatory 
are dated in 1575, 1576, from ** his poore houfe in tVal- 
*' thamjfoe:^^ njJhere he died a middle-aged man in 1 578, 
according to Ant b. Wood: or rather in l^jj, if he is the 
perfon meant in art old traSt, intitled, *' A remembrance of 
*' the 'wdUemplcyed Life and godly End of Quo, Gas- 
*' coiGNE, Efq; fwho deceafed at Stamford in Itinceln' 
'* fljire, Oct, 7. 1577. by Geo* Wheiftone, Gent* an eye- 
* ' 'witnefs of his godly and charitable end in this 'world^^ 
4/0, no date. — \Frtim a MS, ofOldys,] 

A very ingenious critic thinks *' Gafcoigne has much ex- 
** e^eded all the poets of his age, in fmooihnejs and harmony 
" of verfificaiion *.** But the truth is, fcarce any of the 
earlier poets of ^ Elixaheth^s time are found deficient in 
harmony and fmootbnefs, tho* thofe qualities appear fo rare 
in the ivri tings of their fuccej/ors* In the Paradise of 
dainty DEViSKsf, (the Dodflefs Mifcellany of thofe times)

twill hardly be found one rougby or inharmonious line * .• 
nuhereas the numbers of Jonfon, Donne ^ and moft of their 
contemporaries y frequently offend the ear^ like the fling of a 
ftrw.^-^Perhaps this is in fome meafure to be accounted for 
from the gronjoing pedantry of that age^ and from the 'wri- 
ters affeSiing to run their lines into one another^ after the 
manner of the Latin and Greek poets.

Mofi cf the ctrcumfianees in this popular ftory rf king 
Henry iL and the beautiful Rofamond ha*ve been taken for 
fa3 by our Englifh Hiflorians ; «u'A/7, unable to account for 
the unnatural conduS of queen Eleanor in ftinulating her 
fins to rebellion^ have attributed it to jecdoufy^ and fuppo- 
fed that Henrfs amour nvith Rofamond ivas the obje^ of 
thai fajfion. 

Our old Englijh annalifls feem^ mofi of them, toha^vefol- 
k^»ed Higden the monk qfChefter, 'uohofe account muithfome 
tn^gements is thus given byitow. ** Rofamond the /i^re 
^mk^te^ of Walter lord Clifford^ concubim to Henry IL 
** (phoned by queen Elianor^ as fome thought) dyed at 
" Wo^dpocke [J. D. 1 177.] ivhere king Henry had made 
** fir her a houfe of ivonderfull ivorking} fo that no man 
" or luoman might come to her, but he that 'was injlru£led 
" by the king, orfuch as ivere right fecret with him touclt- 
" ingthe matter. This houfe after fome luas named Laby^ 
** rinthusy or Dedalus ivorket ^which ivas ^wrought like un- 
*' to a knot in a garden^ called a Maze * ; but it *was com^

** thridde, or jSlke, and fo dealt ivith her^ that fie li'oed

Rofafnond*s death to poifon, (Sfovj, above, mentions it meerly 
as a flight conjeSure) \ they only give us to underfand, that 
the queen treated her harfily ; vohich furious menaces^ nae 
may Jkppofe, and fiarp expojiulations, nvhich hadfuch effeS 
m her fpirits, that fie did not longfurvive it* Indeed otf

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ber tomiftone^ as itk kamfr^m a ftrfon of credit *, among 
9ther fini fculfturtsy «was engraven the figure of a cup, 
Tbii^ <which perhaps at firft ^was an accidental ornamtnt^ 
might in after times fuggeft the notion that Jhe *was poifoned\ 
at ledft tpis confiruSiion <was put upon it, luhen the /tone 
came to he demolijhed after the nunnery *was diffol*ved.

** EUaxur, the iaughttr and heirefs of William duke ef 
Cmetme, and count ofPoi^ou, had heen married fixteen years 
to Louis Vlh king of France ^ and had attended him in a 
croifadef 'which that monarch commanded againjl the infi" 
Ms\ Imt having left the affeSions of her hujhandj and 
emn fallen under fomefuj^icions of gallantry nvith a handjome 
Saracen, Louis, more delicate than politic, procured a divorce 
from her, andre/lored her thofe rich provinces, vjhich by 
her marriage fin had annexed to the crown of France. The 
y^ung count ofAnfou, afterwards Henry IL king of England, 
thd at thai time, but in bis nineteenth year, neither difcou" 
remtd by the dij^arity of age, nor by the reports of Eleanor's 
j^ikntfy, made Juch fuccefsful courtjhip to that princefs, 
that he married her/bt weeks after her divorce, and £0t 
feffeffien of all her dominions as a dovjery.

34, ^where he 
comes into company in the habit and charaSler of one of thefe 
minjirels, heing not knoivn to be the bride^s father, till after 
her fpeech, njer* 6y The exordium of bis fong, and his 
claiming a groat for his re^ward, 'u. 76, are peculiarly 
charaSierifiic of that profejjim. — Moft of the old ballads be- 
gin in a pompous manner, in order to captivate the attention 
of the audience, and induce them to pur chafe a recital of the 
Jong: and they feldom conclude the first part ivithout large 
promJ/es offtill greater entertainment in the second. This 
luas a necejfary piece of art to incline the hearers to be at the 
Bxpence of a jecond grbaf s-vjorth-^Many of the old romances 
extend to eight or nine fits, lAjbich n»oul4 afford a confider-^ 
^ble profit to the reciter.

** Sir Andrenji Barton j nvho commanded the tnuo Scotch 

fi}ips% had the reputation of being one of the ablejl fea-officers 

of Ms time. By his depredations^ he had amaffed griat 

*wealtffy and his Jhips nvere very richly laden. Henry , not" 

vjithftanding his fttuatiouj could not refufe the generous offer 

made by the earl of Surrey. Tnvo Jhips nvere immediately fitted 

outy and put to fea nvith letters of marque y under his tnvo 

fans, Sir Thomas f and Sir Edward Honvard. After en' 

countering a great deal of foul nveathery Sir Thomas came

^he cataftrophe of Henry Steivarty lord Darnley, the un- 
fortunate hufhand ofMofy ^ cf Scots y is the fubjeH of this 
ballad. It i§ hen related in that partial imperfeSi manner , 
in nuhich Juch an e^ent fwould naturally ftriketbefubje&s of 
another kingdo?n ; of ijjhich he luas a nati*ve. Henry ap^ 
pears to ha've been a *vain capricious ivbrthlefs young many 
if 'weak underftandingy and diffhlute morals. But the beau- 
ty of his perfony and the inexperience of his youtby 'would 
difpofe mankind to treat him luith an indulgencey 'which the 
cruelty of his murder 'would after^wards con<vert into the mofi 
tender pity and regret : and then imagination fwould not fail 
to adorn his memory ^with allthofe virtuesy he ought to have 
pojfejfed, This 'will account for the extrai/agant elogium be- 
Jto'wed upon him in the firjl ftanxay ISc. 

Henry lord Darnley tvas eldejf fin of the earl of Lennox y 
by the lady Margaret Douglas y niece of Henry VII I , and 
daughter of Margaret queen of Scotland by the earl of An* 
gui , twhom that princefs ^married after the death of James 
IF* — Darnley y fwho had been born arid educated in Englandy ' 
'was but in his 2lf year, 'when he 'was murdered, Feb* 9. 
1 567-8. This crime <was perpetrated by the E, ofBethwell, 
not out of reJpeSi to the memoty ofDa'uid Riccioy but in order 
to pa've the 'way for his onvn marriage 'with the queen.

Pierce Plowman's Visior*. 

We learn from Wormius (a)^ that the ancient Iflairdic 
poets uied a great variety of meafnres : he mentions 136 
different kinds, without including rhyMe, or a cor- 
refpondence of final fyllables : yet this was occafionally 
ufed, as appears from the Ode of Egil, which Wormius 
bath inPsrted in his book. 

He hath analyfed the ftru£lure of one of thefe kinds of 
verfe, the harmony of which neither depended on the 
quantity of the fyllables, like that of the ancient Greeks 
and Romans ; nor on the rhymes at the end, as in modern 
poetry ; but confifted altogether in alliteration, or a cer- 
tain artful repetition of the founds in ihe. middle of the 
verfes. This was adjufted according to certain rules of 
their profody, one of which wasi that every difUcli.'fli^olti 
contain at leaft three words beginning with the fame let> 
ter or found. Tv/o of thefe correfpondcnt founds might 
be pladed either in the firH or fecond line of the diftich, 
andotae in the other : but all three wefe not regularly 
to be crowded into one line. This will be bed under- 
flood by the following examples (b).

Tite village of Bagily . or Baguleigh is in Che&ire, of

ftateUnefs and dignity were obliged to con^ne it to 
more exafl laws of Scanfion 5 they have therefore li- 
mited it to. the number of twelve Syllables; and ty 
making the Caefura or Paufe as full and diilin^ 
as ^offible ; and by other fevere reftridlions, have given 
it all the foleninity of which it was capable. The 
harmony of both however depends fo much on the
